10th of Sept, in the night, 
vate house of E. Weidekamp, 
as the headacuarter of UNGBO, 
attacked with painting, stones, 
butyric acid so strong that both 
buildings will be closed for some 
time. 


Even though there are a few militant 
traditions , (and a big 'terror-scare' 
) in Denmark, many people could un- 
derstand the attack against burgomas- 
ter Weidekamp. His popularity hasn't 
grown too much the last months. 

The konservative minister of justice 
called teh press to dissociate from 
such 'terror-actions' against poli- 
ticians. 


Through 2 years negotiations took 
part, but without*any solution. 

In 1984 UNGBO bought the 2 biggest 
squats in Copenhagen, but last year, 
feb 1985, the one got cleared by 


police because of negotiations col- 
lapsed Then there were militant 
actions and street-clashes for 

5 days. 
The necotioations continued in 
Ryesgade 58 on very low inten- 
sion. the soc.dem.'s were afraid 
to clear the house because of the 
political consequenses. They know 
that they will neéd a big police- 
strenght, and that Ryesgade 58 , 
together with the other 5 squat- 
ted houses, fight back. 


The derictly resistance against 
police-attacks, aswell as our 
actions against US-imperialism, 
South Africa, etc., is what they 
wanted to passivate by negotia- 
tions and integration. For a long 
time the right- wing have been 
ready to passivate us with mili- 
tary means.. 

In feb. this year the police sur- 
rounded Ryesgade 58 for 3 days, 

and the 2. chief of police in Co- 
penhagen declared:"Ryesgade 58 is 

a cancer-cell in fhe danish socie- 
ty, "while the conservative minis- 
ter of justice supported him. 

Now the soc.dem's are ready to use 
military means too, as they did ma- 
ny times before in Copenhagen against 
worker squatters and other squatters.

FIGHT TOGETHER!!! 
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500 PEOPLE FIGHTS TOGETHER. 


THE STRUGGLE FOR THE RYESGADE- 
SQUAT NOW ON ITS FOURTH DAY. 


Since sunday the 14.th september 
the streets around Ryesgade 58 is 
blocked by barricades. 


On sunday the 14.th september 500 
squatters made a demonstration in 
front of the town hall. After so- 
me music the demo set out for s- 
terbro - a district of Copenhagen. 
It was officialy a march to a 
great park but after some running 
the demo - now 1000 persons - ar- 
rived Ryesgade 58. 

Barricades were made and defended 
against som hundred pigs. Petrol- 
bombs, fireworks, stones and ca- 
tapults did their work. 

At the same time a purposeful ac- 
tion against the US-firm SPERRY 
(war-production) in the occupied 
area were made. Different machi- 
nes and wood-buildings burned 
down. 

In the town Arhus damage for about 
25.000 $ were produced as Ungbo - 
ovner of Ryesgade 58 - contempo- 
rary got attacked by squat~sup- 
porters. 


After the pigs were thrown back 
from Ryesgade, Trepkasgade and 
Lundingsgade new barricades were 
build, some up to 3 meters high, 
and during the night the roads 
were diged out and barbed wire 
placed to make it difficult for 
the pigs to attack. 

Monday morning the pigs didn’t 
arrive for the final attack. Only 
a few hundred cops surrounded the 
area and made sometimes smaller 
attacks. They were thrown away 
and in the afternoon the squat- 
ters went outside the barricades 
to engage the pigs. They removed 
some hundred meters and the squat- 
ters made a big street-party out- 
side the barricades on the main- 
road Blegdamsvej. 

On monday more supporters came to 
Ryesgade. The leaders of the pigs 
informed the minister of justice 
that they didn’t dear to move in 
- maybe because the barricades 
didn allow ‘their heavy trucks to 
Support the attack. The press 
started their campaign: "Democracy 
in danger". 

Tuesday morning the government 


held a meeting about "the situa- 
tion". The leader of the town hall 
hides himself for the press now 

on the seckond day. 

An old 68-squatter and now rich 
musician says he gonna by the 
house and give it to the squat- 
ters. The big union for the semi- 
skilled workers says from their 
kongres that they too will by the 
house “together with other unions, 
groups and institutions to protect 
the democracy and prevent deeper 
cracks in society". . 

The Squatters makes a press-mee- 
ting were they says that no one 
has stated to them that they will 
by the house and even then it’s 
not clear on wich circumstances 
the legalization should run. The 
Squatters dont want to own the 
house, the local authority should 
be the owner and the burgomaster 
must guarantee for this solution. 


On wednesday morning nothing has 
changed. It is noy clear if there 
is a legalizatiom in seight or 
only psychological warfare from 
the pigs and politicians. 

The german Horst Mahler (former 
RAF) gives this morning the state 
instructions in the press how 

to defeat the squatters. -We 
don’t need that international 
support.

A new scandal: A danish ship, "Else Th.", 
has carried weapons from Israel to Iran. 

The transport was carried out in a clan- 


destine way, all inscriptions on the car- 


go boxes was smeared, the ship waited 
an extra monteh in Eilat (israel), to 
match the sailing-time like they came 
from Yugoslavia, all food-cans etc with 
israelian script were taken away from 
the ship, and so on... It’s not illegal 
to take weapon from Israel or to Iran 
(not like South Africa), but the crew 
want their ekstra pay when carrying a 
dangerous cargo, and it also looks rath- 
er odd: Israel get their weapon from USA, 
and sell them on to Iran, where USA is 
considered the ultimate enemy...

SENTENCE PRONOUNCED FOR PERU ACTION 


The 24 years old irainian, Hamid, was 
sentenced to 2 years in jail, for hosta- 
ge-taking at the Peruvian Embassy in Co- 
penhagen in feb. Hamid carried out the 
action together with 2 other iranians 
to protest the situation in Peru, the 
treatment of prisofers there, etc. It 
was planned to be a peaceful occupation, 
they carried no weapon, and didn’t plan 
to kidnap the charges d'affaires and a 
secretary, who incidentally showed up. 
They were held as hostages for 7 hours. 
The Prosecutor wanted 4 years as "the 
action was very close to international 
terrorism, like Rote Arme Fraktion"... 
The Defensor said this was too high in 
the sky, as Hamid carried no weapon and 
didn’t plan to take hostages, and the 
hostages have had no injuries or after- 
effects. But still, the 2 years sentence 
is the largest ever in DK for an embassy 
occupation.

Police methods too rough 


This is one of the critical points 

of a new book, which has researched 
in policemethods especially at de- 
monstrations and squattings. 

The police is too heavy in its ac- 
tions, and more flexibility is re- 
quired. More emphasis should be 

put on peace instead of orëer in: 

the streets. Police should wait and 
check their option instead of rushing 
in as soon as state of community or- 
ders it. 

The book brings into question if the 
police methods are right, and it asks 
if police methods really are necessa- 
ry against problems like those with 
squatters. 

" It is easy to be hardhanded when the 
law is on your side." 


The book recommends that "a peaceful 
solution to conflicts is better than 
strictly keeping the order" 

The book, called ‘Social Disturbances/ 
police and policy' is written by 14 
mostly journalists and judges, and al- 
So 2 police officers. Through 5 years 
they have looked on police methods 

and the social effect of these. 

The book criticises among other things 
conflicts being solved very forceful- 
ly, which is a cause for larger social 
tension. 

Police cannot solve the causes for the 
conflicts, but the way they handle a 
conflict can in a fairly decisive way 
influence the preception of the socie- 
ty. 

Drastic police methods can streng- 
then feelings of social injustice 

and oppression and can cause mili- 
tant response which otherwise would 
not have been used. 

Furtherly the book shows that con- 
flict-situations happen also becau- 

se the police’ and citizens no lon- 
ger know each other. 

The new 'nerpolitistationer' (small 
neighbourhood-police stations) are 
only able to help at small social 
problems, the great social problems 
are always solved by foreign police- 
officers, being placed in without 
knowing the social background of a 
problem.
